In the March number of Ocean Highways 
4 dotniled account is given of the reputed 
déath of Dr. Livingstone, derived trom the 
materiale supplied by lettera recoived from 
Cieutenant Cameron, Dr, Dillon, Lieutet- 
angt Murphy, and Salid bin Salim, the Arab 
Governor of Unyanyembe, From the arti+ 
ol6 roférred to we extract ‘the following 
particulars ; 

In March, 1872, Dr. Livingstone reached 
Unyanyembe, mod, atter receiving supplies’ 
trom Zanzibyr, set out with nynety men dp 
bia Juat journey in tho following August. 
Ho proceeded in’a south-westerly direction 
to the southern extremety of Lake Liembn, 
the prolongation of ‘Tangadyilci towards 
tie goutb. Thénce he made, bis way to 


near the point where he wasinJuly, 1868. 
But, (being y unable. to. cross, he pessed 
Around the eastern end of the lake, ford 
ing tho Chambeze and three smaller tribu- 
turies; and marching along ‘ts southern 
‘Mire, he appoata to have reached the point 
where he expected” to ‘find the four Henne 
thing, two ot whieh were, le conjectured, 
abo-sourcés of the Nile'mevtioned by Hero-~ 
dotus.

From the manner and atylo of the attacks 
upoh Mr. Bowell im ‘connection with the 
Riel matter, it woutd seem aa if the two or 
three sheets engaged, in the disreputable 
business were acting,in concert, and at the 
bidding of their mastér, the Premier, who 
keenly feels the awkward position in which 
his own demagogueiam has placed him, 
The character of the attacks, however, and 
the utterly reckless manner ia which they 
are made destroys their force, Tue ab- 
surdity of the statements appear upon the 
face of them, und their efforts to injure the 
reputation of that gentleman will tall per- 
fectly harmless, ‘His record is before the 
public, and except a few narrow minded 
political bigots, and a few spiteful, vindic- 
tive personal haters, the public has the 
same opinion that is so well expressed by 
the editor of the Montreal Gazette, who 
replies to the attacks of one of the Pre~ 
mier’s organs in the following atyle; ‘The 
Ottawa Times, which is inflicting 
upon the present Government the same 
slavish support which did much towards 
weakening the last, has an article on 
Saturday attacking Mr, Mackenzie Bowell, 
the member for North Hastings, for his 
action in the matter ot the member for 
Provencher, accusing him of being influ- 
enced simply by a desire to embarrass the 
Government. The chief point in the article 
is that while the former Government was in 
power, and while Mr, Bowell was support~ 
ing it, he did not deem it neceasary to em- 
barrass his friends by dealing with this 
subject. Unfortunately for the Z'imes it is, 
a8 18 customary with it, wrong In its facts, 
On every motion brought up during the 
first Parliament of Canada, relating to the 
Northwest, with the single exception of on e 
giving to it, the Province, universal suf- 
frage, Mr, Bowell voted againat the Gov- 
ernment, The only former time when a 
question gimilar to the present presented 
itself to Parliament, was when Mr, Delorme, 
the former member for Provencher, took 
his seat. He was suspected of being one of 
the council that decreed the execution of 
Thomas Soott, and Mr. Macdougal! moyed 
for a committee to enquire into the facts; 
and that motion was seconded by Mr, 
Bowell, who spoke strongly upon the sub- 
ject. Subsequently when on the 12th 
April, 1871, Mr. Rymal moved in amend« 
ment to motion for going into supply, an 
address expressing regret that Government 
had done nothing towards procuring tho 
arrest and punishment of Riel, Mr. Bow- 
ell, although the motion was one of non- 
confidence, both spoke and voted in fayor 
ofit. Andon the same day Mr, Bowell 
himself moyed a motion of the strongest 
description requiring that the murderers of 
Scott should be brought to justice, before 
any money was paid for rebellion losses, 
No man in Parliament haa been more out~ 
spoken than Mr, Bowell on this subject. 
His action to-day arises out of the fact of 
the election of Riel to Parliament, and his 
being sworn in; and as this occura for the 
firat time, it required the stupidity of the 
Times to make it a charge that the action 
had not been taken before, As to the em« 
barrassyment of the Government, that arises 
simply from their own unwillingness to do 
in office, and when they have the power, 
what they made it a crime in their prede- 
cessora not to have done, Let them be

Metals and Iron, $100,000 ; Machinery for 
Mills, eto,, sod ships’ material, $850,000, 
Passing from Oustoms duties, Mr, Cart- 
wright remarked that he proposed to raise 
the exoiwe tax’ om whiskey to 75c. per 
gallon, and that on manufactured tobacco 
from 15 to 20 per cent.
